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HE SAVED STANTON’S LIFE 


MAJ. GEORGE F, ROBINSON TO BE 
RETIRED. 


One of the Best Nurses in the Hos- 
pital Corps in the Early Days of 

' the War and So Attracted the At- 
tention of Leading Military Men. 


‘(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. — (Special 
Correspondence.) The man who saved 
the life of Secretary Stanton on the 
night Lincoln was assassinated, is now 
an officer of the army, and will be re- 
tired from active service on August 13. 

Maj. George F. Robinson is a native 
of Maine, and enlisted in the army dur- 
ing the war and was soon afterward 
transferred to the hospital corps, with | 
a station at Washington City. He was, 
one of the best nurses in the corps, and 
attracted the attention of the leading 
military men of the time. His services 
were considered so valuable that he 
was retained here and not permitted to 
go with the troops in the field. When 
his carriage. 
and ‘so badly injured that it required’ 


the services. of a professional nurse. 


Robinson was assigned by the Secre- 
tary of War to look after the sick man. 
On the night that Booth shot the Presi- 
dent and Payne made an attack on 
Stanton, Robinson was in the Secre- 
tary’s room. 

The assassin on entering was grabbed 
by Robinson, but he succeeded in at- 
tacking the Secretary, and but for 
Robinson’s presence, Stanton might 
have been killed. A gold medal was 
given to Robinson by Congress for his 
services and when Hayes came to the 
White House, he was made Major and 
paymaster in the army. Since then he 
has performed meritorious service, and 
has been stationed at the leading sta- 
tions of the country. His retirement is 
brought about by the age limitation.

A SECOND DEFEAT. 


The British Government Losing 

Ground on the Irish Bill. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The members of the House of 
Lords showed great interest today in 
the committee stage of the Irish Land 
Bill. There was a larger muster of 
peers present than was the case with 
any measure since the home-rule bill. 
The debate soon developed into a de- 
feat of the government on Viscount 
Templeton’s amendment asking that 
the several classes of each holding 
should be ascertained and that the fair 
rent should be based on the assump- 
tion and all improvements were made 
or acquired by the landlords. The Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, Secretary of State 


‘for War, said that the government 


could not accept the amendment, as it 
would overburden the land commission- 
ers with minute details and involve ex- 
pense, 

The Marquis of lLondonderry, the 
Earl of Mayo, the Earl of Winchelsea, 
the Duk2 of Abercorn and others sup- 
ported the amendment, which was fin- 
ally adopted by a vote of 127 to 67, 
amid cheers. 

Lord Rosbery, Earl Spencer, Baron 
Herschell and the opposition peers sup- 
ported the government. A long discus- 
sion followed on Baron Clancurry’s 
amendment of clause four, to exclude 
from the operation of the bill holding 
to the value of £50 yearly instead of 
£100. Baron Clancurry’s amendment 
was carried by a vote of 107 to 60, in 
spite of the government. 

It is the general belief this evening 
that the defeat of the government 
means the abandonment of the Irish 
Land Bill. Numbers of Irish land- 
lords besieged the House of Lords in 
endeavors to interview particular 
peers on the subject. The House of 
Lords finally adjourned at midnight.

OMAHA (Neb.,) Aug. 6.—A special 
to the Bee from Hastings, Neb., says 
the Populist State Convention finished 
its labors and adjourned sine die to- 
day, after having been in session all 
night. The convention was almost 
entirely dominated by the ‘“middle-of- 
the-road”’ delegates, and they very 
nearly overturned all the carefully-laid 
plans for fusion with the silver Democ- 
racy. 

C. J. Smyth, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, was 


the two places on the Populist State 
ticket be left vacant. A. committee 
was appointed to confer with the 
Democratic leaders. The conference 
resulted in a failure to agree and made 
a partial report to the convention 
stating that the Democrats demanded 
the Treasurer and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The proposition evoked a debate 
which dragged along without result 
until Chairman Smyth broke off all ne- 
gotiations by withdrawing the request 
for two places on the State ticket. This 
action on the part of the Democrats 
seemed to have a pacific effect upon 
the radical element of the convention, 
for after nominating nearly the entire 
ticket ‘a motion to leave the Attorney- 
Generalship vacant was carried. 

The friends of Bryan are consider- 
ably discouraged at the inability to ac- 
coniplish fusion in the candidate’s own 
State, fearing the influence it will have 
against combinations in other States.

The Speaker Will Go Back to Con- 
gress—His Speech. 
_ (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

PORTLAND (Me.,) Aug. 6.—Speaker 
Thomas B. Reed was nominated by ac- 
clamation for the tenth consecutive 
term in Congress by the Republican 
convention of the First District today. 

After the nomination, Mr. Reed was 
escorted to the platform amid loud 
cheering. He se2med to be consider- 
ably affected by the ovation. He 
thanked the convention for the unani- 
mous nomination, saying that by this 
means he had been relieved of the duty 
of attending to his district and given 
an opportunity of paying attention to 
the wickedness of the rest of the 
world. 

Continuing, Mr. Reed said: ‘We, in 
Maine, have got to make up our minds 
on the great issie of this campaign 
and a great deal depends on what we 
do in September. When we see two 


}-men—standing ona_corner and both 


men seem to be somewhat uneasy and 
unable to fully comprehend what they 
are talking about, you may rest as- 
sured that they are talking about the 
currency. I shall not attempt to fully 
explain the currency question to you, 
but I shall say something about it. 

“We often hear that silver was de- 
monetized in 4873 stealthily and by the 
influence of foreign embassies. As a 
matter of fact, the Congressional Rec- 
ord of that date had 196 columns of 
speeches on the silver question, and the 
foreign embassies had nothing to do 
with it. No fraud aor wickedness was 
practiced in 1873. 

“The only question is what monetary 
system is the best. You hear a great 
deal about bimetallism. The platform 
of the Chicago corvention was not a 
bimetallic platform, and don’t let them 
try to make you believe that bimetal-. 
lism is what they are after. — 

“What is the object of bimetallism? 
The object of it is to give to currency 
greater stability by spreading it over 
more surface. A very common illus- 
tration of it is this: If you havea lake 
anywhere and it is subject to all the 
peculiar incidents of the region in which 
it is, this rainfall may lift it, that 
drought may lower it. Now, if you 
want a perfectly stable surface you 
have got to get it »» some appliance 
outside of the lake. Suppose you can 
join it to another lake in a different 
climate, which is differently affected. 
If you join them perfectly together 
then there will be the same level in 
both lakes, and the disturbances in 
one lake will be counterbalanced by 
the disturbances in the other lake, and 
the tendency will be to have a steadier 
level. That will all be perfectly true, 
provided your two lakes do balance, 
and you get a more stable current. 

“‘Now, there is sore reason and sense 
in the idea that the whole world, if 
they took gold and silver ata proper 
ratio, could preserve a greater level 
of prices, a firmer and more stable 
level of prices. This no single country 
could do: but if one of the lakes was 
very violent in its fluctuations, I think 
the judgment of common experience 
would be to leave it out, or, if that 
lake was not big enough to have a 
proper effect—in short, under some cir- 
cumstances, the two lakes might be 
worse than a single one might be. How- 
ever, that is a question of legitimate 
discussion. But in ths cause it is not 
proposed to have two lakes. It is pro- 

_to say that we have two lakes, | 
and shift from the one we have to the 
one we have not. (Applause.) 

“Let us see if the history of this 
country shows us anything upon the 
subject. Real bimetallism—and that 
fs the kind we must have, because, as 
I said to you at Alfred, if this is 
a disease at all it is a world disease, 
and has got to have 2 world remedy. 
Nothing else will attend to it. (Ap. 
plause.) Why, we had the same ex- 
perience in this country. but men’s 
memories are short. Ir 1782 our earlicr 
fathers determined to marry the two 
metals together. What is the first 
thirig they did? It was to ascertain the 
market value of the two metals as they 


stood side by side then, and they 
| thought that they were 15 to 1, not 16 to) 


on the ground with a proposition that} 


gold in a gold dollar was worth more 
than the silver in a silver dollar. 

“What was the result? Why, if a 
man had two dollars, one of which was 
worth 100 cents and the other was worth 
102 eents, he ‘kept the 102-cent dollar 
longer, and passed off the other one 
quicker. (Applause.) 

“I don’t mean that the average man 
did that. Two cents on a dollar, even 
in those days, was not worth making 
much fuss about, but the money-chang- 
ers were on the alert, and whenever a 
silver dollar came into the bank or 
reached the money-changer he put it 
out of circulation. 

“I have misstated; I should have said 
the gold was more valuable; that we 
had silver alone during that period. 
The gold, being more valuable, fled 
away. Well, now the gold is disappear- 
ing. Our fathers in 1834 thought they 
had better make a change and see if 
they could not keep gold and silver to- 
gether; so they changed the ratio from 
15 to 1 to 16 to 1, or, to be exact, to 
15.98 to 1. That turned out to be an 
over-valuation the other way, and 
what was the result? The result was 
that gpld reigned supreme. 

“Then in 1861 we had a war and we 
issued greenbacks ,and greenbackgs be- 
ing cheaper for seventeen years drove 
out both gold and silver, but in 1879 
Wwe resumed specie payment, and the 
result was that we resumed then, as 
we agreed to do in 1873, upon a gold 
basis. And that has been the case 
ever since, 

‘This then, is the experience of the 
United States encountering’ single- 
handed the question of currency. We 
never were able, when there was a 
difference of 2 or 3 per cent., to keep 
the one metal alongside the other. It 
was always either gold o rsilver, never 
both.. Now, if the United States then 
could not lift a silver dollar that was 
worth only 2 cents less than the gold 
dollar, can she now lift a 50-cent dollar 
to the height of 100 cents? (Applause.) 

“And if she can, why should we want 
to do it? Suppose you have a house; is 
it worth any more, is it any different 
house, whether it is worth 2000 sil- 
ver dollars or 1000 gold whole dol- 
lars? (Applause.) If you want to 
count your house with more dollars 
why not cut the gold dollar in two and 
measure it by gold? Are there any 
more potatoes in 4000 pecks than there 
are in a thousand bushels. If I remem- 
ber my arithmetic right, and perhaps 
I don’t, your house is the same, your 
farm is the same, it produces the same 
result. 

“Oh, but you say, our prices have 
gone down, and they have gone down 
on account of the appreciation of gold, 
and therefore we want to change it 
into silver, so that it will go up again. 
Whether gold has appreciated or not. 
I do not suppose that any man knows; 
but whatever this appreciation has 
been, it has been a long time doing it, 
and its effect upon prices, in my judg- 
ment, has been nothing. The Demo- 
crats talk about. the, fall in prices of 
cotton and. wheat because gold has 
appreciated in value. My frierds, 
every one in this country, even the 
farmers, are liable to meet with some 
trouble in their business. More peo- 
ple go into the business, and the profits 
of the business decrease because ther« 
are so many to divide them. 

“Why has wheat gone down? Wot 
because the silver was demonetized, 
but because Russia and Argentine Re- 
public are raising millions of bushcls 
of wheat, and they can sell it here as 
chean as our farmers can. Now, we 
will alwavs have money, even if we 
demonetize every dollor of gold and sil- 
ver in the world. And we may have 
silver money, perhaps, but are you 
anv better cff if you have your prop- 
erty reckoned in half-dollars. as it will 
be on a silver basis, rather than in dol- 
lays, as it is at present? No. We 
don’t ‘vant silver, because the road is 
a thorny one to travel, and after you 
travel it, it will be still more thorny 
and roveher. 

“Credit plays a great part in the sil- 
ver question. .«. your merchant buys 
goods from England you will find that 
credit amounts to a great deal, and on 
a silver basis we will pay a big sum 
for this credit. This is why merchants 
do not want a silver basis. They say 
on a silver basis it will scale down our 
debt one-half. Would you do it and de- 
prive the man you owe of one-half of 
what you owe him? Shall the nation 
doit? I say no, and not from sentiment 
do I make this statement, but from a 
selfish reason. We must preserve our 
credit in the world, and if we do adopt 
a silver basis to help us out of these 
hard times, it is because the silver basis 
is dishonorable. Distrust brought on 
these hard times in 1893, and hard times 
will last until we turn down these sil- 
verites, and when we settle this thing 
for good and all in November, we will 
hear no more of hard times.”’ 

Following Mr. Reed’s speech the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions reported, and the 
convention adopted a strong indorse- 
ment of the action of the St. Louis 
e<onvention, pledged loyal support to 
McKinley and Hobart and the candi- 
date for Governor, Llewellyn Powers, 
and closed by pledging the First Dis- 
trict to make Mr. Reed’s election as 
nearly unanimous as possible.

TOM WATSON’S STRONGHOLD. 


Largest and Most Enthusiastic 
Gathering Known in Georgia. 
(WY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Aug. 6.—The larg- 
est and most enthusiastic State con- 
vention of the Populists of Georgia 
ever held assembled today. The pres- 
ence of Thomas Watson, the party's 
nominee for Vice-President, added in- 
terest to the occasion. A preliminary 
caucus was held which practically set- 
tled the action of the convention on the 
gubernatorial question. Judge James 
K. Hines and W. L. Peek, candidates 
of the ‘“‘middle-of-the-roaders,” flatly 
declined to allow the use of their 
names, leaving the field to Rev. J. B. 
Campbell, the Prohibition candidate. 

Watson called the convention to or- 
der at 11:45 o’clock. Watson made no 
speech, but the dropping of ‘his gavel 
was the signal for a wild outburst of 
enthusiasm. Watson was requested to 
continue in the chair until permanent 
crganization was completed, 
WATSON'S CAMPAIGN OPENING. 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) Aug. 6—Thomas 
E. Watson opened his Vice-Presiden- 
tial campaign tonight with an address 
of two hours in length, delivered be- 
fore an audience of 3000 people in the 
rough shed used for the Moody re- 
vival meeting several months ago. 
Watson appealed at the outset for a 
non-partisan hearing, declaring that he 
spoke with bitterness to none and in 
behalf of the man who held the plow, 
who pulled the hoe, who wielded the 
hammer. If God gave him strength he 
declared, he would plead the cause of 
these people through the pens of the 
reporters present, before 65,000,000 of 
people in the morning. 

He entered into an enumration of the 
reforms demanded of the Populists, in- 
dicting the government for high crime 
and misdemeanors In the granting of 
the governmental power of making 
money to a special class; in the unfair 


- levying of taxes which laid the heavy 


hand of tribute upon those least able 
to sustain it; in closing the mints to 


. the.free and unlimited coinage of silver; 


in leaving the great public highways of 


‘the country in the control of graspibg 


corporations who levied tribute upon 
the people, who were compelled to use 
them, and in the corruption of the 
ballot. 

He explained at length his course in 
leaving the Democratic party after 
having been elected to Congress as'a 
Democrat and by the machinery of 
the I’*mocratic party. He said that 
his opponent had run as a, straight- 
platfoi1m Democrat, while he had made 
the race on the Alliance platform and 
was pledged to stand by. that platform 
though the heavens fell. Furthermofe, 
the National Alliance Convention had 
instructed those Congressmen elected 
on the Alliance platform not to go into 
the caucuses of either of the two great 
parties. Not only had he felt bound to

A MONEY POOL 
Roads West of Chicago Found to Be 
im It.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—The Inter Ocean 
tomorrow will say- that through the 
refusal of the Chicago Great Western 
road to turn over $90,000 in cash, to 
even up its precentage, the existence 
of a money pool among the roads west 
of Chicago has been discovered. The 
fact in the case leaked out tonight af- 
ter the adjournment of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission hearing. 

General Freight Agent Stohr of the 
Chicago Great Western was the last 
witness before the commission this aft- 
ernoon. Stohr was the first railroad of- 
ficer to ever acknowledge to the com- 
mission the giving of a cut rate. He 
said‘on June 18 he authorized a rate 
of 1 cent per hundred pounds below 
tariff on a shipment of thirty carloads 
of export grain from Kansas City to 
Liverpbdol Eng. After the adjournment 
it was discovered that the present at- 
tempts of competitors of this road to 
prove its officers guilty of rate-cutting 
was on account of the refusal of this 
line to turn over $90,000 which it was 
ahead in a money pool now in exist- 
ence among the roads of the Western 
Freight Association. 

It has been in secret operation for 
nearly one year, and the Great West- 
erns lack of confidence in its stability 
caused it to refuse to even up its bal- 
ances. The western roads have all 
along professed innocence of maintain- 
ing any sort of arrangement for the 
division of traffic money.

HER DOOM. 


Supposed to Be an American Vessel, 
Had Freight Bearing the Name 
of a Well-known San Francisco 
and Sacramento Firm. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The Falke 
land Islands, off the east coast of Pata- 
gonia, was the scene of a marine dis- 
aster last May involving the loss of 
nearly twenty American lives, but who 
they were and even the name of the 
vessel is a mystery. Mail communica- 
tion with these islands is very uncer- 
tain, and few details of the disaster have 
yet been received from the United States 
consul at Fort Stanley, the capital of 
the islands. 

Consul Miller reports that on the even- 
ing of May 24 news was brought’ to 
Fort Stanley, that a large ship, evi- 
dently of American build, had struck 
on the Billy rocks and was in danger 
Volunteers were called 
for, and the Falkland Islands launch 
was pressed into service with a volun- 
teer crew of eight Englishmen. The 
sea, however, was running so high 
that Capt. McPherson, who commanded 
the party, found it impossible to get 
near the ship. 

Fourteen men were in the rigging. 
The vessel was a large wooden ship 
of about 1800 tons. Capt. McPherson, 
finding that nothing could be~- done 
without a lifeboat, put back to: port 
and returned immediately with @ life- 
boat, but the ship had broken up. Capt. 
McPherson and his rescue party stood 
by all night in the vain hope of picking 
up the survivors. Articles of the vec- 
sel’s cargo which drifted ashore were 
marked, ‘“‘Manufactured for Holbrook, 
Merrill & Stetson, San Francisco: and 
Sacramento.”

CHOOSING SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


A hin System Adopted at the San 
Francisco Convention. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, 6.—The 
School Superintendents of the State, 
at their session in Oakland today, 
adopted a report to be presented to the 


- Code Commissioners, that provides an 
, entirely new system for choosing teach- 


ers of the public schools. The present 
method of examination for primary- 
grade certificates is abandoned and all 
applicants will be compelled to pass 
the same examination. The test of 
scholarship of applicants will be ma- 


-terially raised. The incorporation in 


the statutes of the State of the ideas 


_ presented in the report will in no wise 


affect the standing of certificates now 
issued. They will have bearing upon 
the future. 

Two main features are embodied. 
The first abolishes the distinction be- 
tween the primary and grammar-grade 


. certificates. In lieu, limited and per- 


manent certificates are provided for 
the elementary schools. The examina- 
tions upon these will be uniform 
throughout the State. County boards 
of education will be compelled to follow 
a set of subjects fixed by statute. That 
will, the projectors of this report be- 
lieve, do away with the present objec- 
tions raised to a system that enables 
each county to designate its own ex- 
amination course without reference to 
any other county. The tendency of the 
new plan will be to raise the standard 
of teachers, it is claimed.

LEMONS ARE DOING WELL. 


ANOTHER ADVANCE OF FIFTY 
CENTS AT NEW YORK. 


The. Raise is Confined Mainly to 
Lemons of Medium Grade—Hot 
Weather Causes a Demand—Soft 
Stock is Plentifal. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) There was another advance of 
50 cents a box in the price of lemons 
at toay’s wholesale auction sales, the 
prices realized ranging from $2.25 to 
$4.75 a box. These rates are from $1.50 
to $2 a box higher than those that 
ruled for fruit of a similar grade and 
in good condition only about three 
weeks ago. The advance is confined 
mainly to lemons of medium grade, 
for which the recently-prevailing hot 
weather has caused an active demand 
in all sections. 

Hard, sound lemons, suitable for long 
distance shipments to meet this de- 
mand are in limited supply, while soft 
fruit that must be used immediately 
is comparatively plentiful. 

Importers are now offsetting in part 
their heavy losses, made earlier in the 
se nd are hoping for continued 
wonther. Buyers are using caution, 
however, and are proceeding on the 
“hand-to-mouth” principle, in the ex-

This does not apply to the sil- 
ver-producing States, which are merely 
actuated by self-interest. 

N. A. Hedges of San Francisco, who 
rolled up quite a plethoric bank account 
during the palmy days of the Comstock 
ledge, is one of the successful silver 
miners who, in contradistinction to Mr. 
Lane, above quoted, does not believe 
that free silver is “a consummation 
most devoutly to be wished.” In an in- 
terview with the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Cincinnati Times-Star, 
that gentleman says: “I believe that 
the enactment of a free-silver law 
would create the greatest panic in the 
history of the world and would cause 
-our money to drop to the low level of 
Mexico.” 

Charles D. Lane of Calaveras county 
has been enlightening the good people 
of Denver on the silver question. He 
says that “California, which is gener- 
ally Republican in sentiment, will this 
year be positively for Bryan and 
Sewall.” In this statement Mr. Lane, 
who was chairman of the silver conven- 
tion at St. Louis, falls into a serious er- 
ror.

THE WAGES OF SIN 


A Tragedy that Followed Trans- 
gression of Moral Law. 


Man, Woman and Their Babe 
Met Violent Death. 


Prominent Physician Charged by a 
Coroner’s Jury with the Death of 
the Woman—Murdcred Babe, Sac- 
rificed Mother, Suicide Father. 


The most shocking tragedy that has 
Startled this community for a long 
time occurred in East Los Angeles 
yesterday. 

Lying cold and stiff in death in Paul's 
morgue on Downey avenue are the 
bodies of Jennie Snyder and William 
James Rellands and a babe that cameto 
the light of day five months before its 
time. 

The woman’s death was caused, ac- 
cording to the verdict of a Coroner’s 
jury, “by an external hemorrhage 
caused by a puncture of the uterus 
by an instrument in the hanids of Dr. 
A. 8S. Shorb.” Rellands blew his brains 
out evidently while in a fit of insanity, 
superinduced by the horrible events 
leading to the woman’s de&th. 

Mrs. Snyder died in great agony 
Wednesday and Relland killed himself 
at the home of William Mayes, No. 134 
South Water street, shortly before 6 
o'clock last evening, while Coroner 
Campbell, who was guarding him, had 
turned his back to answer a question. 

Rellands was the paramour of Mrs. 
Snyder, and the story leading up to 
the tragedy is a sad one. 

A year ago last spring Mrs. Snyder, 
accompanied by her husband and three 
children, two boys aged 14 and 16 
years, amd a daughter aged 11 years, 
went to Seattle, Wash., from their 
home in Cadotte, Wis. Snyder did not 
seem to make things go so well in his 
new abode, and in August, 1895, he re- 
turned to Cadotte, where he had been 
employed in the Clark Hub and Spoke 


Mills. Mrs. Snyder and the children | 


started on the street car with him for 
the Receiving Hospital, as Rellands 
would not ride in the patrol wagon, 
and claimed he had not taken any poi- 
son. When McKeag arrived at the hos- 
pital with Rellands, a bottle of chloral, 
one of ether and another of morphine 
were found in his possession. He was 
extremely nervous, and said he had 
not had any sleep for three nights, 
and had eaten nothing. 

Rellands claimed that Dr. Shorb was 
a relative of his, and McKeag took him 
to the doctor’s office, where Shorb ex- 
amined him, and said he was all right. 
With that McKeag left him and _re- 
turned to his station. 


THE CORONER AFRIVES ON THE 
SCENE. 

When Coroner Campbell ‘arrived at 
the Rellands house with Deputy Coroner 
Summerfield and Undertaker Paul, he 
looked around the yard for evidences 
of a freshly-dug grave, and when he 
found it, began to dig for the body of 
the babe, which Rellands said he had 
buried. 

While engaged !n this, Rellands ap- 
peared on the scene, and in terror- 
stricken tones exclaimed: “My God! 
what are you going to do with me?” 

He was told that nothing would be 
done, and an effort was made to pacify 
him. He calmed down a little, and 
told the Coroner that he had been to 
see the doctor and that he had ‘given 
some powders totake, and _ then took 
from his pocket one of the powders. 
The Coroner took the medicine and 
found that it was poison, and threw it 
away. | 7 

Rellands said he wanted to go to 
Mayes’s house and get a cup of tea, 
and lie down. Dr. Campbell tried to 
dissuade him, but Rellands was insist- | 
ent, and entered the house. Fearing) 
that the yvoung man intended to com- 
mit suicide, Campbell followed him into 
the house, and remained in the parlor 
with him. Relland and Campbell re- 
mained in the parlor alone for over 
an hour, the former talking in a ra- 
tional manner. Presently a woman 
came into the room and told Campbell 
that a man wished to speak to him 
‘outside. He arose from his chair, and 
for the first time took his eyes off 
Rellands. long enough to look out of 
the door to see who wanted him. 


RELLANDS USES HIS REVOLVER. 

The moment his back was turned, the 
report of a pistol reverberated through 
the house and Dr. Campbell turned

remained in Seattle, and she went into 
the millinery business. 

THE FIRST STEP DOWNWARD. . 

While in Seattle Mrs. Snyder had met 
and become infatuated with William 
James Rellands, a handsome young 
machinist of fascinating manner. 

Both tired of Seattle and decided to 
strike out for pastures new. The wo- 
man wrote to her husband, telling him 
that if he would send transportation 
she would send their daughter, Jennie, 
back to him. She also told him she 
was going’ to a foreign country. 
Snyder did not send for the daughter 
and she remained with her mother. 

On July 4 Mrs. Snyder and her chil- 
dren and Rellands arrived in Los An- 
geles, and after staying two days at 
a-hotel, rented the house at No. 126 
South Waster street in East Los An- 
geles. The couple were very quiet, and 
made few acauaintances in the city. 
Rellands secured employment at his 
trade, but did not work steadily. 

While living in Wisconsin, twelve 
years ago, Judge Josiah N. Phillips of 
this city, and his wife, had known the 
Snyders, and also knew that they had 
come to the Pacific Coast. He had lost 
track of the woman and was some- 
what surprised yesterday morning 
when his wife received a telegram from 
Cadotte, Wis., signed by Robert 
Snyder, reading: “Mrs. Snyder dead 
in Los Angeles. Look after Jennie and 
see that she has her rights.” 

Judge Phillips started out to obey the 
reauest, and went to the health office 
where he found the information he 
sought. In the mean time Rellands had 
called on Undertaker John R. Paul of 
No. 419 Downey avenue, and reported 
the death of his “wife,” saying that 
h2 had not sufficient money but had 
telegraphed east for some. He asked 
Paul to take charge of the body and 
preserve it until he received an answer 
to his telegram. This telegram was 
what brought the message from 
Snyder to Judge Phillips. Rellands had, 
with a remarkable display of cheek. 
telegraphed to Snyder the informa- 
tion that his wife was dead, and asked 
for money to bury her. 

THE STORY CAME OUT. 

Undertaker Paul went to the house 
and injected the body with embalming 
fluid, and left. 

Yesterday forenoon Paul again met 
Rellands and then the wretched story 
came out. The undertaker led the 
young man into the parlor and seated 
him at the table. Rellands prefaced his 
statement by saying that he was not 
married to the dead woman. They had, 
he said, run away together. 

Relland said Mrs. Snyder had been 
{ll for some time and had had an opera- 
tion performed by Dr. A. S. Shorb, and 
the baby Rellands buried in the back 
yard. 

Paul at once notified Coroner Camp- 
bell, who went to the house at, 4:30 
p.m, yesterday. 

In the meantime Judge Phillips had 
gone to the house, and, calling Rel- 
jand into a rear room, had asked what 
was the trouble. “My wife is dead,” ex- 
claimed the young man, and went on to 
say that she had had a miscarriage, 
and a physician had been called in Mon- 


| day. She had died Wednesday. But 


before her death she had bequeathed 
her jewelry, which was valued as heir- 
looms, to her daughter, Jennie. The 
young man said that he was in a bad 
scrape, and was anxious to know what 
light it would place him in. Phillips 
replied that he did not know, but it 
was a matter which would require full 
investigation. 

Phillips left the house and Rellands 
went to William Mayes. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
Sergt. McKeag of the East Side Police 
Station received a telephone message 
from Mayes, saying that Rellands had 
taken poison. A call was sent to police 
headquarters for the patrol wagon, and. 
McKeag immediately went to Mayes’s 
house, where he found Rellands, and

just in time to see Rellands fall at his 
feet with a low moan. 

Quickly he raised the man’s head 
and the life blood gushed from a 
jagged bullet hole in his right temple.. 
Rellands lived but a minute. He had 
evidently secreted tge revolver and 
watched for a chance to shoot him- 
self, and perhaps the Coroner also. 

A few minutes after the shooting, 
Detectives Hawley and Auble, for 
whom the Coroner was waiting when 
Rellands killed himself, arrived, and a 
little later the undertakers’ wagon 
came and Rellands’s body and the body 
of the babe were conveyed to Paul’s 
undertaking establishment and placed 
beside the body of Mrs. Snyder. 

Coroner Campbell and his deputy 
then subpoenaed witnesses and impan- 
eled a jury, and ordered them to be 
ready for the inquest at 8 o’clock. 

Meanwhile the undertakers had pre- 
pared the woman’s body for the post- 
mortem examination. Drs. Lasher, 
Steddom and Carson were selected to 
perform the autopsy, and, surrounded 
by physicians, police officers and news- 
paper men, they began their gruesome 
task. After the body had been opened 
a most revolting case of butchery was 
brought to light. Even the surgeons, 
innured to the most horrible of sights, 
were astonished. 

The body had been lacerated in a hor- 
rible manner, to be described only in a 
technica! publication for physicians 
alone to read. Death had resulted 
from hemorrhage. 

CORONER’S INQUEST. 

When the surgeons had finished, the 
inquest on the bcdy of the woman was 
begun. 

From a dance hall upstairs echoed 
the notes of the popular dance music of 
the day, while in a little room directly 
beneath it the horrible story of death 
was being told. Above the voices of 
the witnesses coud be heard the rhyth- 
mic tap of the dancers’ feet as they 
glided over the dolished floor, uncon- 
scious of what was going on below. 

The first witness called was Dr. 
Lasher, who testified to what had ée- 
veloped at the post-mortem. In his 
opinion death hal been caused by the 
punctured wound, which had evidently 
been made with in instrument of con- 
siderable size, aad which might have 
been broad, without much of a point. 
There was no indication of an un- 
healthful condition of the heart or 
lungs. 

Judge Josiah }. Phillips of No. 135 
North Griffiln avenue, was next called. 
He testified tha: he had known the 
dead woman abait twelve years, and 
that she was 37 years of age. By the 
statement of her child he learned that

DR. SHORB EXPLAINED. 


Dr. Andrew S. Shorb next took the 
stand and testified that he had first 
been called to attend the deceased by” 
her husband, as he supposed, last Fri- 
day thorning. He found that she had 
been suffering labor pains. She said she 
had used a morphine tablet which had 
alleviated her suff?rings. He returned 
home and was caled at 2 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning ani found her suffer- 
ing in the same way. He visited her 
again and made an examination and 
used plasental forzeps. The patient 
was very weak, had a weak pulse and 
came very nearly fzinting. 

Dr. Shorb’s evidence was al] to the 
effect that what he did was quite reg- 
ular and designed to relieve suffering 
and save the life ef the patient who 
was already seriously injured by tor- 
ture she had inflicted upon herself. 

Dr. Samuel S. Sdisbury, Dr. Sted- 
dom, Dr. Carson and T. A. Gunn also 
testified. 

The jury then refired to deliberate, 
and returned the verdict as given 


above. 
Shorb said to Times reporter: 


“The woman's condition was brought 
about by some one other than myself 
before I was called into the case. I 
have no fear as to the outcome of the 
matter.”’ 

The inquest on the body of Rellands | 
will be held at Paul's at 9 o’clock this 
morning. 


LIONESSES HER MAIDS. 


Extraordinary Wedding Recently 
Celebrated in South Africa. 

(New York World:) Immense, digni- 
fied lions and stately lionesses were the 
bridal attendants of a happy couple 
recently married in South Africa. In 
a cage where half a dozen kings of the 
forest strode uneasily about and 
growled, the man swore to “love, 
cherish and protect” the woman, who 
pledged herself to “love, honor and 
obey.”” And when the ceremony was 
over the crowd gave three cheers that 
startled all the animals in the menag- 
erie and they excitedly began howling 
and screeching. 

The scene of the latest novelty in 
marriages, which deserves the title of 
the most unusual marriage in the 
world, was in Johannesburg, South 
Africa. For some time Fillis’s circus 
had been touring through South Africa. 
One of the leading features of 
the show was the exhibition given by 
a cage of performing lions under the 
care of Herr August Windschermann, 
a handsome German, before whose 
glances the lions trembled and were 
obedient.

Herr Windschermann of the minister, 
as he held the door invitingly open. 

“T~—J think not,” said the reverend 
gentleman.

Standing 
inside the cage with their hands 
clasped, the happy couple listened to 
the words that made ‘them man and 
wife and gave the necessary responses 
as clearly as though they had been in 
a parlor or before the chancel rail of a 
church.

What Six-penny Shillings Did Fifty- 
cent Dollars Would Do. 


(From Macaulay’s “History of Eng- 
land:) It may well be doubted whether 
all the misery which has been inflicted 
on the English nation in a quarter of a 
century by bad kings, bad ministers, 
bad Parliaments and bad judges was 
equal to the misery caused in a couple 
of years by bad shillings. The misgov- 
ernment of Charles and James, gross as 
it has been, had not prevented the 
common business of life from going 
steadily and prosperously on, Whether 


Whigs or Tories, Protestants or Jesuits, |} 


were uppermost, the grazer drove his 
beasts to market; the grocer weighed 
out his currants; the draper measured 
out his broadcloth; the hum of buyers 
and sellers was as loud as ever in the 
towns; the harvest home was cele- 
brated as joyously as ever in the ham- 
lets; the cream overflowed the pails of 
Cheshire; the apple juice foamed in .the 
presses of Herfordshire; the piles of 
crockery glowed in the furnaces of 
Trent, and the barrows of coal rolled 
fast along the timber railways of. the 
Tyne. 

But when the great instrument of 
exchange became thoroughly deranged, 
all trade, all industry, were smitten as 
with a palsy. The evil was felt daily 
and hourly in almost every place, and 
by almost every class, in the dairy and 
on the threshing floor, by the anvil and 
by the loom, on the billows of the 
ocean and in the depths of the mine.

that further purchases and exportations 
will be made. the President directs 
that all the silver to be coined at the 
mint shall be of small denominations, 
so that the value of the largest plece 
shall not exceed half a dollar. I am, 
JAMES MADISON.

SILVER NEWSPAPER SUBSIDIES. 


A “tell-tale” cat has recently been 
released from the free-silver sack. Ef- 
forts are being made by the free-silver 
advocates to subsidize country papers 
throughout the Western states by offer- 
ing them stock in silver mines in ex- 
change fcr space in the newspapers.

That the large Spanish army in Cuba 
must be still further heavily rein- 
forced is looked upon here as being a 
confession of weakness on the part of 
the administration, and as an admis- 
sion of the growing strength of the 
Cubans. In addition, many letters have 
been received in different parts of 
Spain by the relatives of the Spanish 
soldiery, serving with the army in 
Cuba, and they tell such terrible tales 
of sickness, privation and mismanage- 
ment, to say nothing of lack of pay, 
that a dangerous feeling against the 
government has arisen, and is gaining 
strength day by day. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the agents of the Cubans 
do not have much difficulty in carry- 
ing out their plan of causing popular 
outbreaks. They steadily fan the flame 
of discontent by pointing to the appar- 
ently unnecessary hardships which the 
Spanish troops in Cuba are com- 
pelled to endure. 

The Republicans also are taking ad- 
vantage of the situation to push their 
propaganda, and the combined move- 
ments are making more headway with 
the masses than the government will 
admit, although it is already betraying 
of alarm and _ has sent 
stringent instructions to the prefects to 
promptly and effectually suppress dem- 
onstrations which occur in their dis- 
tricts, and to have no hesitation in 
calling out the military for support. 

A number of conflicts between rioters 
and the police and soldiers have al- 
ready occurred, shots have been ex- 
changed, seyeral persons have been 


wounded on both sides, and a number) 


of arrests have been made. This the 
revolutionists hope will serve to call 
attention to their cause and enlist in 
their behalf the sympathy of the peo- 
ple. The roads in Valencia are being 
patrolled by the gendarmes, troops are 
pursuing armed bands of revolutionists 
in the mountainous districts of the same 
province, and further trouble is appre- 
hended. 

Madrid, up to the present, has been 
quiet, but signs are not wanting that 
the spirit of discontent is abroad, and 
that the efforts of the government to 
gain support by trying to throw the 
blame for everything upon the United 
States, the chief bugaboo of ‘Spanish 
politicians, will not much longer avail. 

In a factory near the city of Valen- 
cia, the authorities have discovered a 
quantity of arms and ammunition, and 
similar stores are believed to be in ex- 
istence in different parts of the pro- 
vince. The arms referred to are known 
to have been smuggled into Spain quite 
recently, and are of foreign manufac- 
ture, showing their shipment to be part 
of the plan of the campaign being con- 
ducted by.the Cubans in Spain. 

The Spanish officials, as usual, are 
blaming the United States for the 
troubles in this country, basing their 
assertions upon the fact that among 
the leaders of the recent riots was Dr. 
Bernardo Toledo, said to be an Ameri- 
can citizen, whose “brother is in com- 
mand of a force of Cuban insurgents, 
It is claimed that money, arms and am- 
munition were served out to the rioters 
from the house which he occupied, and 
a search of the building is said to have 
resulted in the discovery of a number 
of letters from the United States, 
Cuba and Argentine Republic, showing 
that the outbreaks here have been 
planned by the leaders of the Cuban iIn- 
surgents, and that the movement is 
widespread and capable of assuming 
serious proportions. 

Another feature of the situation here 
is the efforts being made in certain 
quarters to arouse the masses against 
the Protestants, and to them, as al- 
ready stated, are attributed Spain’s 
reverses in Cuba and the growing in- 
surrection here. The Cuban agents, 
however, are doing everything possible 
to counteract this movement, and are 
urging the people to place the blame 
for the excessive taxation, the military 
blundering and the political bluster, 
where it really belongs, upon the shoul- 
ders of the Spanish government, and 
not to be misled by such foolish inven-

DISFRANCHISED. 


Seventeen Hundred Negroes not Citi«- 
zens of the Creek Nation: 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

PERRY (Okla.,) Aug. 6.—The final 
decree has been promulgated from 
Okmulgee, the capital of the Creek Na- 
tion, as it had been handed down by 
Judge Adams, Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the nation, in the aiti- 
zenship case. It strikes from the rolls 
of citizenship of the nation the names 
of over seventeen hundred negroes. The 
decision held that the action of the 
Indian council, after the passage of 
the emancipation act by the United 
States, in admitting the negroes to 
tribal relations was unconstitutional 
and therefore at this time invalid. ri 

Since the passage of the act these 
negroes have drawn in annuities $1,000,- 
000 from the Creek government; have 
held, positions of official trust, and have 
improved their farms and educated 
their children at the nation’s expense 
for twenty years. From the decision 
of the court there is no appeal. The 
Interior Department has held to ithe 
same opinion in a similar case, The 
Dawes commission, which has been ap- 
pealed to by the deposed negroes, 
claims it has no right to interfere with 
the decision of the Indian court :

GEN. CAMPBELL HAS RECOVERED 
TEMPORARY INSANITY. 


He Writes of the Crushing Sorrows 
Which Unbalanced His Mind—He 


Admirable Care Received at the 
Asylum, 


The many friends of the eloquent 
orator, Gen. A. B. Campbell, will re- 
joice to learn that his reason, unbal- 
anced by the shock of domestic griefs, 
has been restored to its throne. In 
the following communication he de- 
scribes the causes of his temporary 


Highland. Gen. Campbell’s friends will 
joyfully receive him when he again 
to them with unimpaired intel- 
ect, 

SAN BERNARDINO, July 26, 1896. 

Col. H. G. Otis, Editor of Los An- 
geles Times—My dear sir: I have been 
pleased to learn that you have taken 
some interest in me since my sickness, 
and I desire that you will insert the 
following communication in your pa- 
per if you think it wise to do so. I 
write for two purposes. 

First—To convince the public that I 
am fully restored to right reason. 

Second—To aid the splendid institu- 
tion in which I was placed by my 
friends. 

I write without any request from any 
of the officers of the asylum, and hope 
that you will publish this letter as my 
explanation of the article which follows. 

Your friend, A. B. CAMPBELL. 
GEN. CAMPBELL’S STATEMENT. 
_ About five or six weeks ago I was ad- 
judged insane by the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles county, and sent to the 
Highland Insane Asylum. This, of 
course, cast a cloud over my life in the 
public mind, which it will take a long 
time to entirely remove. It is a popu- 
lar belief that a mind once dethroned 
never entirely recovers from the shock; 
and a recurrence of the malady is con- 
Stantly expected. This is sometimes 
true, but not always; and I hope and 
fully believe, that I am one of the ex- 
ceptions to the general rule. 

My mind was disordered and my 
reason dethroned for a few days, and 
impaired for about three weeks. But 
I am happy to be able to state, clearly 
and truthfully, that I am now in pos- 
Session of all my mental faoulties as 
fully and completely as I ever was in 
my life. and my physical condition is 
better than it has been in eight years, 

These results are due to my confine- 
ment in this asylum, and I desire, be- 
fore leaving here, to say so, and to put 
.it so clearly and forcefully before the 
people of Southern California that they 
will be able to know that I am restored 
to health and sanity, and also that 
they may give credit to the institution. 

Few men realize their condition 
when ihsane, but it comes to them fully 
when restored, as a general rule. It 
is perfectly clear to me; and the causes 
which led up to this fearful disaster 
are plain to my mind. I will only state 
them. briefly, for they have already 
Pulte published in the main, but not 


The loss of my child eight years ago 
was the beginning of my trouble. The 
loss of all my property followed, and 
this led me to this coast to find a new 
hame and rebuild my broken life and 
fortune. My wife lost her health here, 
and last September I took her home to 
die. In her loss I received the greatest 
blow that can come to human being. 
For twenty-eight years we made the 
journey of life together in perfect har- 
mony; and she so grew into my life 
that whén she left me, a part of my 
very life went with her, and I felt it 
so keenly that it was no wonder that, 
in my fevered state of mind, I brought 
her back and imagined that she dwelt 
within me. If I had not received this 
impression I would never have been 
able to live through the desolate 
months which followed her death; and 
this belief in a rational form will al- 
ways remain with me to comfort and 
bless my life. 

But all idea of supernatural power 
was the result of my disordered brain, 


the light of reason. I hold to the doc- 
trine of the personal immortality of 
the soul of my darling wife, and that 
in the generally accepted sense her soul 
is with me 'to lead me to a higher and 
better life, both here and hereafter; 
and this is sanity instead of insanity 
) in my judgment. She will hold my 
brain clear and my life pure; but she 
will never clothe me with immortal at- 
tributes. God will do so, in the after 
time, when all will be made clear to 
the immortal vision. . 

The Highland Insane Asylum h 
been an unmixed blessing to me, an 
I have made it my business while here 
to look into its methods and manage- 
ment very carefully. I felt it my duty 
to do so, and it gave me great pleasure, 
for I found it so excellent in all ways 
that it was a joy to me to follow out 
the plans and workings of the institu- 
tion for the benefit of all the unfortu- 
nate men and women who have been 
placed here. I find here a manage- 
ment fully up to the very latest and 
best thought in the matter of caring 
for the insane. The discipline is ex- 
cellent without undue severity. There 
is no punishment at all. 

Every statement of cruelty which has 
been published, is wrong. It grows out 
of some disordered brain, or some 
man’s bad heart who has not been able 
to appreciate the good which was done 
for him. The officers are all kind, hu- 
mane and intelligent in their treatment 
of patients, and nine-tenths of all who 
are treated here will so testify. The 
food is good, wholesome and plentiful. 


rangements are fine; the scenery is 
lovely; the climate is mild and health- 
ful, and in all ways the asylum is as 
nearly perfect as any in the United 
States. If a man is not incurable, and 
will come here and live fully up to the 
opportunities given him, he will be re- 
stored to health as I have been. 

I will never cease to be grateful in 
my heart to my friends for placing me 
here when they did; and as I am now 
fully restored, in mind and body, I long 
for the opportunity to go back to my 
work and make my own way in life, 
as I have alwas been able to do. My 
hopes, ambitions and high desires for 
success in life have not in the least 
abated by reason of my temporary loss 
of reason, and I trust that I will soon 
find ample opportunity to establish 
this statement to all my friends.

Real Estate Buyers are Inclined 
to Hold Back.

fhe Financial Situation—Proposed 
New Building Ordinance—South- 
west Improvement—Exchanging 
Property—Boyle Heights. 


There is very little to report in the 
real estate market this week. Many 
dealers and agents are out of town 
for their vacation, and those that re- 
main here are mostly waiting for some- 
thing to turn up, which they do not ex- 
pect to happen until after the election. 
Dealing is almost entirely confined to 
small trades for residence lots. The 
most encouraging feature of the mar- 
ket is the manner in which building 
operations keep up. 

MAIN STREET PAVING. 


South Main street still remains “all 
torn up.” There is now scarcely any 
prospect that anything will be done 
upon this thoroughfare until after the 
election, which means until after the 
‘rainy season. The contractors de- 
pended upon the sale of bonds to en- 
able them to go ahead with the work, 
not having sufficient means of their 
own. The price at which the bonds 
were sold would have given them a 
good profit, had-the validity of the 
bonds not been again questioned. As 
it is, the court has adjourned for thirty 
days, and: then another thirty days 
will probably elapse before a decision 
is had. After that there is very little 
prospect that it will be possible to sell 
the bonds until after the election, so 
that, altogether, the prospect for the 
completion of the work within a rea- 
sonable time is far from encouraging. 

The moral of this Main street mud- 
 @le is that municipalities should imi- 

tate the United States government, and 
demand certified checks from contrac- 
tors as an assurance, not only of good 
faith, but of their being financially 
responsible for the work they .under- 
take, and able to stand a loss as well 
as a profit. 

MONEY TO LOAN. 

It might not be supposed that the 
present uneasy condition of the money 
market would, in some cases, produce 
the result of bringing money into the 
market to loan on real estate, yet such. 
is the fact. One agent has made sev- 
eral loans during the past w for 
timid individuals who had drawn their 
money out of the savings banks, and 
now, rather than let it lie idle in a 
safe deposit box, are willing to loan it 
on good real estate security. “It’s an 
ill wind that blows nobody good,” 
and it would not be altogether an evil 
if much of the money stored up in sav- 
ings banks should be scared out into 
more active channels. However, in 
such cases as those referred to, the 
only difference is that instead of the 
banks loaning the money it is loaned 
by the individuals who own it. 


LOANS ON REAL ESTATE. 


The disturbed condition of the finan- 


cial market is having its effect on real 
estate in San Francisco. Persons who 
desire to buy property or erect buildings 
find that it is not so easy a thing as it 
was formerly to obtain loans and this 
restricts business. In reference to the 
condition of the money market in San 
Francisco, Magee’s Real Estate Circular 
has the following: 

“The demand for money was not 
strong last month. The banks prefer 
small to large loans. Some of them, 
with the object of keeping a large sur- 
plus on hand, will not now grant large 
loans. Indeed, some of them are not 
now lending at all. There was a time 
not long since when, as we then stated, 
there was hope that our savings banks 
would resume loans in the country. 
There is not now the slightest hope of 
that, and borrowers there must pay the 
country bank rates of 9 to 11 per cent. 
The rates here are 6% to7 per cent., the 
savings banks paying the mortgage tax. 
The total number of city real estate 
mortgages recorded last month was 
369, of the total value of $933,120, while 
there were 199 réleases of mortgages, of 


the value of $469,496. Of the total mort-. 


gages last month, 132 were given to pri- 
vate individuals; they had a value of 
$226,105.” 
REAL ESTATE CONVENTION. 

There is to be a meeting of the Na- 
tional Real Estate Association in St. 
Paul in the last week of September, or 
the first week of October. The conven- 
tion will doubtless be an interesting one 
and many topics of importance to the 
real estate business will be discussed. 

THE BUILDING ORDINANCE. 

The city Superintendent of Buildings 
is preparing a new building ordinance 
for submission to the Council, the pres- 
ent one being altogether out of date, as 
it was drawn up at a time when Los 
Angeles was little more than a large 
town. Among changes which it is pro- 
posed to make is an entire change in 
the fire limits‘of the city, which has 
spread outside of the boundaries of what 
was then supposed to be the probable 
area of the city for many years to 
come. It is the opinion of the Building 
Superintendent that the present city 
limits should be made the general fire 
limits, and this amendment will doubt- 
less be suggested to the Council, wher 
Mr. #@trange completes his revision of 
the ®uilding ordinance. It is the inten- 
tion of the Building Superintendent to 
request the aid of the local association 
of architects in amending the ordinance, 
and thus secure for the city the benefit 
of the advice which these architects are 
capable of giving in the matter. 


SOUTHWEST IMPROVEMENT. 
Residents in the southwestern part of 


the city now have an improvement so- | 


ciety and are going to work in earnest 
to bring that portion of the city re- 
cently taken into the municipality up 
to a level with any part of town. . The 
coming year is likely to see a big boom 
in street grading and other street im- 
provements down in the southwest cor- 
ner of the city. Among other improve- 
ments which the southwesterners should 
endeavor to secure is an extension of 
the branch of the Traction system, 
which now stops at Adams street and 
Vermont avenue, to Jefferson street. 
This would result in building up an at- 
tractive section that has long been held 

back by lack of transportation facilities, 


BOYLE HEIGHTS. 


_ The question of granting a franchise 
for the new electric line to Boyle 
Heights will be up again today before 
the Board of Public Works. Citizens 
of Boyle Heights have comparatively 
little hope that they can expect any- 
thing from the present Council, in spite 
of the fact “thit the* improvement 
desired is an _ altogether legiti- 


mate one, and that the obstacles 
placed the way are put there 
on purpose, by persons who do not 


desire to see competition in transporta- 
tion across the river. However, it is 
absurd to suppose that a large and at- 
tractive section of the city like Boyle 
Heights, lying within a mile of the bus- 
iness center, can be kept back for any 
length of time by such tactics as those 
that have been adopted by the present 
City Council. As it is, property-owners 
on the Heights who have had_ their 
money invested there for many years. 
without receiving any return, and who 
now find a chance to make a meve, are{ 


naturally very {ndignant at the manner 


‘in which they have been treated. 


EXCHANGING PROPERTY. 
Quite a large busiess is done among 
real estate dealers in Los Angeles in the 
exchanging of property—of Southern 
California property for eastern prop- 
erty, or vice’ versa, and then again, of 
country property in this section for city 
property, and otherwise. Some dealers 
make a speciality of this line of busi- 
ness, and derive a comfortable income 
therefrom. It would scarcely be sup- 
posed that there would be many in 
Southern Californfa who are anxious to 
exchange their property in this favored 
section for land in Kansas, yet a glance 
over the books of some of these agents 
shows that there are many such. This 
comes from the fidgety and discon- 
tented sentiment which appears to be 
hereditary in many American families, 
so that they are never able to stay long 
in one place, but like the Arabs, must 
be always on the move. Possibly these 
people are descendants of Ishmael, by 
an indirect route. In making such 
trades it is usual to place the value of 
property to be exchanged at something 
more than the cash value. As both | 
sides follow this practice, however, 
there is no harm done, 

AGENTS AND COMMISSIONS. 

A case involving the right of real es- 
tate agents to commissions was re- 
cently decided in the New York Court 
of Appeals, where real estate brokers 
for an agreed commission of 5 per 
cent. sold property, the purchaser to 
make a payment to bind the transac- 
tion, and the remainder to be paid in 
four months or the payment inade to 
be forfeited. The contract was reported 
to, and approved by the owner, who 
wrote them that he understood no com- 
mission money was to be paid over 
until the final purchase money had 
been paid, to which the agents. an- 
swered that théy agreed the sale was 
not completed, and the money paid was 
forfeited. The letter only provided that 
the full commission should not be paid 
in case the property was not taken, 
but the agents were entitled to com- 
missions on the forfeit money. 

DIAMOND CUT DIAMOND. 

The New York Tribune gives the fol- 
lowing amusing case in which the 
builders of residences on adjoining 
property endeavored to get the best 
of each other and failed: A 

“In the humorous line, a case which 
attracted considerable attention in the 
building fraternity some years ago oc- 
curred on° Madison avenue, near 
Eightieth street, where a speculative 
builder found after’ erecting his 
houses, that his wall encroached two 
inches upon his neighbor’s property. 


Upon making this discovery he imme- 


diately opened negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the strip and after months of 
wrangling was unable to come to 
terms with the owner. A suit for 
ejectment followed, and the north wall 
of the new house had to be pulled down 
from top to bottom. although the 
building was completely finished. But 
‘a Sweet revenge was in store for the 
injured man, for when he rebuilt, in 
order to be more safe he built two 
inches back from his line, and awaited 
developments. In course of time his ob- 
noxious neighbor built, and to the first 
man’s inexpressible delight. placed: his 
wallimmed'ately adjoining his own, thus 
putting himself in the same position as 
the first. The latter said absolutely 
nothing, until the house. a magnificent 
structure, was finished. Then he calmly 
informed his neighbor of the fact, and 
now these two houses stand with four 
inches of clear space between them 
from front to back.” 
THE. ARCADE PLAN. 

A novelty in office building is vro- 
posed in Atlanta, Ga., and it seems to 
meet with the approval of the city 
‘authorities, notwithstanding the fact 
that ‘the builders propose to erect the 
structure, which will be ten stories high, 
in such a manner that it will extend 
across the sidewalks. The front of the 


as they now exist. will rest on _ stecl 
pillars, forming arches over the walks. 

The .main. object of this form of 
construction, it is said, is to gain space. 
The effect, of course, is to apparently 
push the neighboring buildings to the 
rear. The National Real Estaite Guide 
comments*upon this movement as fol- 
lows. 

“Such structures’ built on what is 
known as the arcade plan, are not un- 
common in Paris and in some of the 
Italian cities, but we predict that Amer- 
icans, even in Atlanta, will not take 
kindly to them. Already there is oppo- 
sition to the plan, and owners of adja- 
cent property threaten that any at- 
temot to construct the, building will be 
checked by an injunction of the courts, 
At a public hearing it Was claimed that 
the proposed arcade would greatly in- 
jure adjoining property, and that it was 
contrary to law. 

“Such a building would cut off the 
view from buildings further down the 
street, and it is justly claimed that ad- 
jacent property would be greatly dam- 
aged. Notwithstanding the objections 
raised and the opposition on the part of 
property owners, the city council de- 
cided in favor of the building by a vote 
of 8 to 5 

“As was predicted last week, another 
arcade building is now talked of. J.C. 
Peck, who owns the triangular plat at 
the junction of Peachtree and Pryor 
‘streets, has already signified his inten- 
tion of erecting a building similar’ in 
construction to the one proposed by the 
Mutual Company.” 

As the Real Estate Guide says, the 
arcade plan is common in Paris and in 
some. other cities in the south of 
Europe, but in such cases the arcade 
runs along an entire block. It would 
obviously never do to have a few build- 
ings reach out over the sidewalk a dis- 
tance of ten feet or more. In countries 
which have a warm climate during a 
portion of the year this plan of build- 
ing would be acceptable, furnishing a 
grateful shade to pedestrians, but, as 
stated, it would be necessary for all 
the property, owners in a block to agree 
upon a similar method of construction. 
This is an easy thing in European 
countries, where the city authorities 
regulate all such things, but it would 
be very difficult, if not impossible, to 
secure uniformity in this country.

Assuming Goodly Dimensions, ~ 


Plan of Organization Adopted and 
League Officers Elected. 


Second Meeting of the League for 
Better City Government at Music 
Hall Last Evening—Ready for 


The men who have inaugurated the 
“movement to secure a better govern- 
‘ment for the city and of the city, took 
a step forward last evening, by adopt- 
ing a complete”’plan of - organization, 
this plan being the creation of a Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization, ap- 
pointed at the first and last meeting 

The meeting last evening was called 
to:order promptly at 8 o’clock by Maj. 
=H. T. Lee, who wasted no time in pre- 
-liminary remarks, but at once pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on 


had been elected chairman. Following 
the reading of the report, it was de- 
cided to take up the sections, and vote 
upon them in the order in which the 
report presented them. The objects of 
the organization, which it was recom- 
mended should be called the League 
for Better City Government, were set 
forth in the report to be: ae 
THE LEAGUE’S OBJECTS. . 
First—To arouse and foster among 
our-people a sentiment in favor of the. 
selection of men best qualified to ful- 
fill the duties of municipal office, with- 
- out regard to their affiliations to po- 
litical] parties. 

.,Becond—To secure the nomination 
for city officers.of capable, honest' men 
who are untrammeled by bargains, 
deals, or promises of patronage. 

Thitd—To work by all honorable 

means for the election of such men 
when nominated. 
Fourth—To secure the adoption of 
a new city charter which shal] reduce 
the expenses of administration, défi- 
nitely locate responsibility among ngi- 
nicipal authorities and which will ap- 
ply, as far as practicable, the civil 
service system to employés of the city 
government. 

These objects, as set forth in the 
foregoing paragraphs, were approved 
upon a vote taken, and the following 
.“planks”. were then considered, with 
the result as noted: 

MEMBERSHIP. 


- “Phe membership of the league shall 
consist of all, who have signed the 
agreement to take part in the better 


shall be added any reputable citizen 
who shall be passed upon favorably by 
the Membership Committee and the 
Central Committee, and shall pay an 
admission fee to be fixed by the Central 
Committee, and shall sign the follow- 
ing agreement: | 

hereby pledge my earnest sup- 
port to the League for Better City Gov- 
ernment, and agree to work according 
to my ability for the objects which that 
organization seeks to secure.’ Adopted. 

‘OFFICERS. 

“The officers of the league shall be a 
president, three vice-presidents, a treas- 
urer and a-secretary, who shall be

One thing 
they have demonstrated, which is that 
they are amply able to protect their 
customers, and that the surprises of 1893 
afforded a lesson of experience that 
need not be repeated. | 

“In every community there are to be 
found a certain proportion of people 
who act as weak alarmists, and who, by 
their utterances in the newspapers and 
at street corners, help to inspire a feel- 
ing of doubt and insecurity. The worst 
of it is that these people would be hor- 
rified to think that any words of theirs 
had done mischief. And yet they are 
just like the tattlers who, with a whis- 
pered inuendo, defame the reputation of 
a woman without the slightest proof of 
their assertions. Financial credit and 
the security of commerce are not to be 
assailed by the wild guesses of people 
who don’t know whether they are 
wrong or right, and whose positiveness 


is only equalled by their ignorance of

water hes along this stream, and, ac- 
perior Court of this county, Mr. Irvine 
is permitted to use liberally of the 
waters of the stream for irrigating pur- 
poses. As a result of this free use of 
the water about 2500 acres of land in 
the vicinities of El Modena an@ Villa 
Park are suffering for moisture. About 
900 acres at El Modena, the greater 
-portion of which is used for fruit and 
vegetable farming, is watered by only 
fifty miner’s inches. These fifty inches 
are equal to one head of water for but 
eight and a half minutes on each acre 
of land, an amount entirely insufficient 
to make any kind of a vegetable or 
fruit crop. As a result of this scarcity 
of water trees are actually dying in 
some localities for want of moisture, 
and vegetables have been burned up by 
the sun. The residents have divided 
the water carefully, each taking his 
exact share at the appointed time, and 
in this way they have endeavored to 
keep their crops alive, but it has been 
uphill work. If relief does not soon 
come to them in one way or another 
some of them will be rendered home- 
less. It is said, apparently by one who 
knows, that if Mr. Irvine succeeds in 
establishing the principles known as up- 
per riparian owner rights, for which 
he is contending in this suit with the 
settlers, he will also have established 
his right to a large shares of the Santa 
Ana Valley Irrigation Company’s sup- 
ply of water, as he has a Yarge tract of 
land crossing the Santa Ana River, be- 
tween Rincon and Yorba. If this be 
the case it is possible that the.time is 
not far distant when the residents of 
the entire Santa Ana Valley will find 
themselves in a position not entirely 
unlike that of the El Modena and Villa 
Park people at the present time.

THE PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR MAY 
LOSE HIS JOR. 


He Was Absent from the State 
Longer Than the Law Allows. 
The Supervisors Want His Head. 
Death of a Stranger—Mining 
News. 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. 6.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Something of a sensa- 
tion was sprung before the Supervisors 
this morning. W. H. Bordwell is pub- 
lic administrator, and he recently went 
east on a visit, forgetting the law re- 
quiring him to secure a permit from 
the Supervisors and declaring that an 
officer cannot absent himself even with 
the consent of the Supervisors, for 
more than sixty days. He was absent 
from the State about seventy days. 
There seems little doubt that the Su- 
pervisors will take advantage of their 
power to remove him and fill the va- 
cancy with a selection of their own. 


The Supervisors have begun adver- 
tising aga their intention of pur- 
chasing perty at San Jacinto for 


the County Hospital, Judge Noyes hav- 
ing ruled that the former advertise- 
ment was illegal because it should have 
appeared four weeks instead of three 
weeks. 

DIED AMONG STRANGERS. 

A. C. Graf died at the County Hos- 
pital Wednesday afternoon under sad 
circumstances. Some weeks ago he 
came from his home in Montesano, 
Wash., to take a position as clerk in 
a local store, leaving his wife and two 
little children behind temporarily. He 
had worked but a couple of weeks 
when he was taken down with typhoid 
fever, and went to the County Hos- 
pital. The unfortunate position in 
which he found himself weighed upon 
his mind, and though he was given the 
benefit of a special nurse, he declined 
rapidly and died Wednesday. Whether 
the remains will be sent to his home 
is not yet learned.

After the excitement in- 
cidental to a two days Democratic con- 
vention, with the added éxcitement of 
the departure of a factional delegation 
for Los Angeles, the Palm City seems 
dull and listless today The aftermath 
and the flotsam and jetsam of the most 
exciting political gathering on record 
in the Sixth Congress District par- 
takes of the serio-comic as well as the 
semi-tragic. The serio-comic features 
have been furnished by the Los An- 
geles Evening Express and the Herald 
which have outdone themselves in jour- 
malistic enterprise. In their “special’’ 
reports of the workings of the conven- 
tion these two metropolitan journals 
have spared no pains to make of them- 
selves laughing stocks for their Ven- 
tura county readers. Wednesday even- 
ing the Express for the first time in 
history was cried for sale on the Main 
as containing a full account of the great 
containing a full account of the great 
deadlock convention. Under a scare 
head the following startling informa- 
tion was furnished the public: 

“It was said that the Pattonites had 
succeeded in alluring George Arbuckle, 
a delegate, over to their side. Cham- 
pagne flowed like water and cigars and 
other delights were as the Popocrats 
want silver to Arbuckle didn’t say 
much, but was a center of admiring 
Patton men who kept a strict watch 
over htm as a keeper in a menagerie 
does over a prize monkey.” | 

The public wonders what brand of 
champagne the veteran correspondent 
of the Express had indulged in. The 
public knew from personal observation 
that Mr. Arbuckle had never been in 
Ventura, and that for two hours Mr. 
Arbuckle’s proxy had been the. sub- 
ject of heated debate on the floor of the 
eonvention. That “Arbuckle didn’t say 
much” may, or may not be true as we 
of Ventura know not the shadow, much 
less the substance of Mr. Arbuckle. 

This morning the same ‘veteran” cor- 
respondent (everybody inclines to the 
belief that the “special correspondent” 
who evolves such facts must be vet- 
eran), of the Herald startled that jour- 
nal’s readers with the information that 
Chairman Merritt had in the over-heat 
of excitement demolished a table and 
broken his gavel. Mr Merritt neither 
broke a table or owned a gavel and 
the readers of the Herald are wonder- 
ing as was the Populist tail to Bryan’s 
kite, “‘Where am I at?” 

POLITICAL POINTERS. 

Since the departure of the McCaffrey-

He acted and talked 
like a broken man, and tears filled his 
eyes as he talked. Certain it is that 
every possible effort was made by Mc- 
Caffrey to urge him to cast his vote 
for Rose, but without avail, and no 
amount of pressure could secure @ 
proxy from F’.. M. Nickel, who was the 
duly-elected delegate whose proxy You- 
kem was holding. The Youkem proxy. 
will go down in the history of the con- 
vention as a “dark and deep’”’ mystery.

LUCKY OFFICERS, 


GUARDIANS OF THE PEACE WHO 
HAVE ESCAPED ASSASSINATION, 


The Timely Interference of Samuel 
Haskins that Saved Valencia’s 
Life—Officer Leonard Shot in the 
Leg While Attempting to Arrest 
a Barglar. 


Detective Bradish was seen yester- 
day by a Times reporter and no one 
could tell from his personal appearance 
that he had been, within the past ten 
days, involved in a desperate hand-to- 
hand fight for his life. The bullet mark 
made by the pistol of the burglar 
known as “Scotty” has nearly healed 
up, and, thanks to the use of antisep- 
tics in such cases, will scarcely leave 
a scar to remind the faithful officer of 
the most perilous moment of his life. 
But Detectiive Bradish is not the only 
one of the local guardians of the peace 
who has had a close call for his life. 
These exciting incidents within the city 
limits during the past five years are 
recalled: | 

On the night of April 29, 1891, Of- 
ficer Valencia, while on duty on upper 
Main street, was shot at by a des- 
perado named Charles Kent, who 
missed his first shot and then ran to a 
wagon and rested the pistol on the 
wheel of the vehicle. Before he could 
fire the second shot, however, his hand 
was struck up by a colored man named 
Samuel Haskins, who was passing at 
the time. Aided by Haskins, Officer 
Valencia overpowered Kent, who was a 
powerful man and fought like a tiger. 
Kent is now serving a term in the 
penitentiary for this crime. Haskins 
was afterwards killed by a street car 
accident. In the same year, Officer 
Auble.was.shot at on Los Angeles street 
by Charley Lee Kong, a goody-goody 
Christianized Chinaman, who ran a 
fan tan game near the old plaza. 
Charley Lee Kong is now doing time at 
Folsom for his crime. He had worked 
the Sunday-school business for all it 
was worth, but it did not improve his 
markmanship or save him from prison. 

Some time in 1892, while on’ duty in 
“Sonora town” not far from the place 
where Kent tried to kill Officer Val- 
encia, Officer Hawley was struck at 
with a bowie knife in the hands of a 
criminal whose name has slipped the 
reporter’s memory. The blade entered 
the officer’s coat sleeve near the 
shoulder and came out at the elbow, 
grazing the flesh. all the way down. 
Before he could strike a second blow, 
Hawley grappled with him and held 
him down until the patrol] wagon ar- 
rived. That man is now making brick 
at Folsom and evidently wishes he had 
spent his time in carving roast beef. 
Just at what time it ocurred, the re- 
porter does not recall, but Officer San- 
tiago Arguello, while on duty on a beat 
at Boyle Heights, was shot at by a 
Chinaman who made his escape in the 
garkness. The builet struck the Officer 
in the forehead and knocked him flat, 
but it merely grazed the skull and did 
him no permanent damage. 


men entered a little family grocery 
store at the corner of Twelfth and Main 
streets and held up the _ proprietor 
while they stole all they could carry 
off. In attempting to arrest them, Of- 
ficer Leonard,a~was shot.idn the leg by 
one of the robbers named 8S. P. Rich- 
ards, who is now in the pénitentiary 
expiating his offense in a fifteen years’ 
sentence. 

Hence it will be seen that Mr. Gil- 
bert knew just what he was talking 
about when he wrote: 

‘Taking one consideration with another, 
The policeman’s lot is not a happy 
one,”’ 

The law-abiding people of Los An- 
geles are under many obligations to 
Mr. Bradish, for he gaved the tax- 
payers of this county a big bill of ex- 
pense. He not only arrested, tried and. 
convicted “‘Scotty,”’ the burglar, but, for 
fear of writs of error .to the Superior 
Court and motions for new trials, he ex- 
ecuted him as well. Such economical 
administation of public affairs is con- 
sidered well deserving of encourage- 
ment. 


HE MAY RECOVER. 


Detective Insley Resting Quietly— 
Details of the Accident. 


A special dispatch from San Diego 
says that Detective George T. Insley 
of Los Angeles, who accidentally shot 
himself Wednesday night while attempt- 
ing to take his revolver from beneath 
the seat of a buggy, is resting quietly 
at the Albemarle Hotel. The surgeon 
atending him said that if no hemorrhage 
or other change for the worse occurred 
during the night he would probably re- 
cover. 

An examination of the wound seemed 
to indicate that the bullet, which en- 
tered the left breast beneath the nip- 
ple and the collar. bone, did not pass 
directly through the body but struck 
a bone and worked around to the posi- 
tion near the: backbone where it. was 
found and cut out. If this supposi- 
tion is correct, the patient’s chances of 
recovery are greatly increased. 

It is said that Insley had loaned his 
gun and the borrower returned it with 
the hammer resting on a loaded cart- 
ridge, while it had always been Insley’s 
custom to have it rest on a blank cart- 
ridge. In taking *he gun from the 
buggy, Insley is supposed to have struck 
the hammer so as to cause the dis- 
charge.
